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Chief constable faced losing her job shortly before getting new post

The elected head of Surrey’s po¬ 
lice planned to sack the county’s 
chief constable just weeks before 
she was appointed to the top spot 
in the National Crime Agency, it 
has been revealed. 

Police and crime commissioner 
(PCC) Kevin Hurley told Lynne 
Owens in a 10-page letter that she 
was personally responsible for a 
“litany of failures” and said vul¬ 
nerable victims of crime were not 
sufficiently protected. 

His concern deepened in the 
wake of investigations into the 
crimes of serial child abuser 
Jimmy Savile and how Surrey Po¬ 
lice managed intelligence in simi¬ 
lar cases, the letter shows. 

The missive, sent last 
September, was one of a ^ 
series of documents 
released under the 
Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion Act that showed 
the outspoken Mr 
Hurley had become 
dissatisfied by 
Mrs Owens’ 

performance. 

He told the BBC’s 
Today programme 
this week that heJ 


had “started the process to dis¬ 
miss her”. 

In his letter he wrote: “You have 
failed to act decisively or speedily 
to address many areas of concern 
in relation to public protection. 

“There was a continual trend by 
you of blaming constables, detec¬ 
tives, sergeants, inspectors, chief 
inspectors and superintendents. 

“Moreover you also blamed the 
boundary changes of 15 years ago 
for the lack of investigative 
expertise,”

others go sick or resign. 

“Many say they feel underval¬ 
ued and unsupported by senior 
leadership. Others are seeking a 
route out of this area of work.” 

Mrs Owens said in a statement 
that she was selected in her new 
role as head of the National Crime 
Agency after a “lengthy and thor¬ 
ough” process. 

She added: “The documents dis¬ 
closed through the FOIA also 
showed that the PCC was support¬ 
ive of the force’s plans. 

“In that context, the wider cor¬ 
respondence recently released 
and his latest comments are 
surprising.” 

But she also wrote to Mr Hurley 
last year and said she was “sad¬ 
dened” he felt the need to write in 
the terms he did without talking 
to her about his concerns, the re¬ 
leased cache of documents shows. 

Mrs Owens wrote in a 19-page 
rebuttal letter: “I have never, and 
will never, shirk my responsibili¬ 
ties as chief constable to run an 
efficient and effective police force. 

“I am passionate about the sup¬ 
port we provide to victims and 
have a determination that we re¬ 
lentlessly pursue criminals. 

“I hope that this letter will reas¬ 
sure you of my unswerv¬ 
ing commitment 
to public 


protection issues and my pre¬ 
paredness to lead the necessary 
cultural changes from the front. 

“Following Surrey’s Jimmy Sav¬ 
ile investigation and indeed some 
of the other high profile cases you 
cite, I quickly recognised the 
weaknesses in Surrey Police’s in¬ 
vestigation of some cases 
historically.” 

A Home Office spokesman said 
that Mrs Owens is “one of the ex¬ 
ceptional policing leaders of her 
generation” and that professional 
references and due diligence 
checks were made when she was 
hired in a “rigorous” recruitment 
process. 

Jim Gamble, former chief exec¬ 
utive of the Child Exploitation 
and Online Protection Centre, 
which is now part of the NCA, 
questioned why Mr Hurley had 
only recently voiced his 
concerns. 

He told the BBC: “If you want to 
dismiss your chief constable, you 
don’t wait until after they are in a 
new job to do it. 

“There has been plenty of time. 
Kevin has been a PCC since 2012. 

“There is just something about 
this entire debate, this entire con¬ 
versation, that doesn’t seem right 
to me.”

A PROJECT to help homeless people that started 
in a Ewell bedroom could soon be hitting the road 
five nights a week - but the man behind the plan 
needs £4,000 to make it happen. 

Anthony Burdett, 30, was inundated with ten 
times more donations than he expected for The 
Big Warm Up project he started from his home 
before Christmas. 

He packed up shoeboxes filled with donated es¬ 
sential items to give out to those in need in central 
London, and now wants to expand the project to 
buy a multi-purpose van with a shower, a barber 
chair and more space in. 

At the moment he is using his own car to travel 
all over London. 

He has raised £600 of the £4,000 target so far. 

It all started after a night out. Mr Burdett had 
been DJ’ing in Pacha nightclub in Victoria last 
December, when he got talking to a homeless man.

cold on the streets of Victoria, the West End, Vaux- 
hall, Leicester Square and Regent Street.

Burdett, a team leader of maintenance at Epsom 
and Ewell Borough Council, now hands out warm 
clothing, food and drink to people in central Lon¬ 
don once a week.

A Scottish man who worked 
for five years as a full-time 
carer for his mother came to 
community hospitals in Ep¬ 
som, Leatherhead and West 
Molesey this week as part of 
his mission to raise aware¬ 
ness of dementia. 

New Epsom and Ewell 
Community Hospital, Leath¬ 
erhead Community Hospital 
and Molesey Hospital wel¬ 
comed ‘Tommy on Tour’ on 
Wednesday, February 3. 

Tommy Whitelaw started 
touring Scotland’s towns 
and cities to engage with 
thousands of carers and 
health and social care pro¬ 
fessionals in 2011 a year be¬ 
fore his mother Joan died. 

Mr Whitelaw, who lives in 
Scotland, was a full-time car¬ 
er for his mother Joan until 
she died in September 2012. 

His experiences led him 
to launch Tommy On Tour 
in 2011, where he walked 
around Scotland’s towns and 


cities to collect hundreds of 
life story letters detailing the 
experiences of individuals 
caring for a loved one living 
with dementia. 

He is now closing in on 400 
talks across the UK in his bid 
to raise awareness of the im¬ 
pact of dementia on families 
and the importance of em¬ 
powering carers in carrying 
out their role. 

Mr Whitelaw, who is a 
project engagement lead 
with the Health and Social 
Care Alliance Scotland’s Al¬ 
liance Scotland’s Dementia 
Carer Voices Project, said: 
“The experience of caring 
for my mum undoubtedly 
brought great challenges, 
stress, isolation and sadness, 
but it was a role carried out 
through love and we enjoyed 
many touching moments of 
joy and satisfaction. 

“Those special moments 
live long in my memory, 
and gave me a real boost of 


strength to get through the 
difficult times, and continue 
to do so now. 

“Everyone affected by de¬ 
mentia has a unique story to 
tell and by sharing our expe¬ 
riences we can help to tackle 
the misunderstandings sur¬ 
rounding dementia and offer 
hope to people in the same 
situation.” 

Phillippa Head, rehabili¬ 
tation assistant at Leather¬ 
head Community Hospital 
said: “I found it incredibly 
moving listening to Tommy 
talk about his mum.

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Leader of the House of Commons to join campaign for ‘out vote’ in the referendum 

Minister Grayling linked to fight 
to take Great Britain out of EU

EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris Gray¬ 
ling is thought to be one of “four 
or five” cabinet members certain 
to fight for Britain to leave the 
European Union, former defence 
secretary Liam Fox told the Prime 
Minister on Wednesday 

It is the second time this week 
he has hit the national and local 
headlines, with allegations from 
outgoing chief prisons inspector 
he tried to influence a report while 
he was justice secretary. 

Nick Hardwick, chief inspector 
of Prisons since 2010, claimed in 
an interview that Mr Grayling, 
who was in charge of prisons in 
his role between 2012 and 2015, was 
concerned an official report would 
find staff shortages, overcrowd¬ 
ing and various policy changes 
contributed to poor outcomes in 
prisons. 

Mr Grayling, now leader of the 
House of Commons, said: “We had 
robust discussions. 

“We got on pretty well.” 

He added: “We always had a 
courteous relationship and Mr 
Hardwick did a good job as chief 
prisons inspector.” 

Mr Grayling reportedly asked 
David Cameron at a cabinet meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday, February 2 if he 
could campaign to leave the EU 
but his request was rejected, ac¬ 
cording to the BBC’s James Lan- 
dale. 

The Leader of the House of 
Commons last month wrote a let¬ 
ter published in the Telegraph, in 
which he said staying in the EU 
under its current terms would be 
disastrous for the UK. 

Mr Grayling’s letter was seen 
as the first sign of a minister pre¬ 
paring to campaign to leave the 
EU ahead of the UK’s referendum, 
which will be held by the end of 
next year. 

The question of his position 
was raised again on Wednesday, 
February 3 after David Cameron 
unveiled a draft UK deal with Eu¬ 
rope ahead of a final revision to be 
reached at the EU summit on Feb¬ 
ruary 18 and 19. 

Dr Fox, the most senior Tory 


campaigning to leave the EU, was 
not impressed by the deal and said 
“four or five” cabinet members 
were likely to join him and that 
they should be allowed to cam¬ 
paign. 

Mr Grayling, work and pensions 
secretary Iain Duncan Smith, 
Northern Ireland secretary There¬ 
sa Villiers, employment secretary 
Priti Patel, and culture secretary 
John Whittingdale are rumoured 
to be likely to campaign for an 
‘out’ vote. 

Dr Fox told the BBC: “I think if 
the Prime Minister has already de¬ 
cided that the draft deal is enough 
for him to campaign to go out there 


selling the deal, then it should be 
for others who don’t agree with 
that to make their own case. 

“And I think the danger of treat¬ 
ing the two sides differently is that 
it will make it more difficult for us 
to come together after the referen¬ 
dum. 

“So if we treat one another with 
respect in terms of arguments and 
the rules are the same for both 
sides, all the easier for us to come 
together for good governance of 
the UK after the referendum.” 

In January, Mr Grayling wrote: 
“I am someone who believes that 
simply staying in the EU with our 
current terms of membership un¬ 


changed would be disastrous for 
Britain. 

“That’s why I have always be¬ 
lieved that it is imperative that 
his renegotiation takes place and 
delivers as much potential change 
as possible. 

“It is in the interests of all Euro¬ 
sceptics and of our country.” 

In the Ministerial Code, it states 
“the principle of collective respon¬ 
sibility requires that ministers 
should be able to express their 
views frankly in the expectation 
that they can argue freely in pri¬ 
vate while maintaining a united 
front when decisions have been 
reached.”

Owens said: “I have numer¬ 
ous examples of good work 
in respect of domestic abuse 
investigations and am often 
contacted by victims who are 
grateful for our work. 

“I am pleased to say that 
significant numbers of our 
investigators have now com¬ 
pleted the specialist child 
abuse investigation devel¬ 
opment programme, further 
increasing the force’s capa¬ 
bility to deal with these cases 
effectively”

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Inquest hears 56-year-old care home resident suffered fatal brain injury 

Death of man who choked 
on toast ruled an accident

THE death of a mentally 
disabled Epsom man who 
suffered brain damage after 
choking on a piece of toast 
was accidental, an inquest 
found on Tuesday 

Andrew Cooper, 56, died on 
December 2, 2014 in Epsom 
Hospital after being found 
unresponsive four days earli¬ 
er at the Shieling care home 
in Hook Road, Epsom. 

The care home’s manag¬ 
er, Christine Ephraim, told 
Woking Coroner’s Court 
Mr Cooper had been eating 
breakfast before going to his 
bedroom with food still in 
his mouth on the morning of 
November 28. 

She said he was found by 
a member of staff on the 
floor, with his back against 
the wall and his legs out¬ 
stretched - and ‘very pale, 
creamy in colour’. 

Paramedic Mark Hodsall 
said he found two chunks of 
bread - each about the size 


of a balled-up tissue paper - 
in Mr Cooper’s airway when 
resuscitating him. 

He was taken to Epsom 
Hospital but later died. 

Assistant coroner Dr Ka¬ 
ren Henderson ruled that 
although Mr Cooper was 
known to over-fill his mouth 
with food due to behavioural 
problems associated with a 
learning disability and au¬ 
tism, events leading to his 


death were ‘unpredictable 
and unforeseen’. 

Earlier speech and lan¬ 
guage therapist Lucy Wang 
said because of this, the 
Shieling care home were 
justified in not placing him 
on an all-liquid diet, which 
would have curtailed his 
quality of life. 

Dr Henderson concluded 
no-one was at fault for Mr 
Henderson’s death. 


She said: “Andrew died of 
hypoxic brain injury caused 
by a pulmonary event from 
which he was not going to 
recover.” 

A secondary cause of 
death was listed as pneumo¬ 
nia caused by ‘choking on a 
bolus of food’. 

A tearful Reg Cooper, of 
Ridgeway, Epsom, earlier 
described his son as a ‘very 
nice chap’ who - despite his 
mental and intellectual diffi¬ 
culties - very rarely lost his 
temper. 

He said: “He was very 
easy-going. He was well- 
liked and very loved. 

“Obviously I was very up¬ 
set when he was diagnosed 
at three or four years old 
with a learning disability” 

After the inquest, Reg and 
Audrey Cooper - who also 
lost a daughter 15 years ago 
- said hearing how his son 
died had been a painful ex¬ 
perience. 

Mr Cooper said: “It does 
open old wounds - not that 
they ever close really. 

“I don’t believe in closure. 
It never gets easier.”

GAS engineers carried out 
safety checks at Epsom and 
Ewell High School on Mon¬ 
day after eight people were 
hospitalised following after a 
suspected gas leak last week. 

Safety tests were carried 
out at the coeducational 
secondary school in Ruxley 
Lane, Epsom after nine peo¬ 
ple reported feeling unwell 
on Friday, January 29, but 
could not detect any signs of 
a gas leak. 

Tests for gas leaks were 
carried out today and also re¬ 
turned negative results. 

Crews from Epsom, Esh¬ 
er and Dorking fire stations 
were called to the school to 
a potential gas leak in the 
school kitchen, which was re¬ 
furbished in September. 

They gave oxygen and ad¬ 
ministered first aid to nine 
people before paramedics 
from the South East Coast 
Ambulance Service (SE- 
CAMB) treated the casualties 
and took eight of them to Ep¬ 


som Hospital. 

The casualties suffered 
mild breathing irritation. 

The crew from Dorking 
fire station brought a Detec¬ 
tion Identifier Monitor to 
check for dangerous gases, 
but found nothing unusual. 

A spokeswoman for Epsom 
and Ewell High School con¬ 
firmed the school was closed 
and said further checks 
carried out did not unearth 
signs of a gas leak. 

She said: “Some staff were 
taken ill so as a precaution 


we sent them to hospital. 

“We didn’t have to evacu¬ 
ate, but we sent the children 
home because we could not 
give them lunch. 

“The fire brigade came 
and sent their chemical team 
to investigate. They and en¬ 
gineers from the gas board 
found nothing untoward. 

“Checks have been carried 
out by a second wave of spe¬ 
cialists and no gas leaks of 
any kind have been found. No 
other issues have been found 
either.” 


A spokesman from Epsom 
fire station said they were 
called at 11.41am and by the 
time they arrived the kitch¬ 
en had been sufficiently 
ventilated, but the casualties 
all reportedly had slight¬ 
ly raised carbon monoxide 
readings in their blood. 

He said: “We can only real¬ 
ly speculate what happened 
there at the moment. 

“If it was a refrigerant gas 
it’s probably leaked out and 
gone. 

“There were nine of them 
who didn’t look well at all. 
Their colour was all wrong 
and they looked a bit blotchy 

“It was quite unpleasant 
for them to be honest. They 
said they were feeling unwell 
for a few days prior to that.” 

A spokesman from SE- 
CAMB said: “We were called 
in to Epsom and Ewell High 
School by the fire services at 
around 12.10pm to a potential 
gas leak. 

“We took two ambulances 
and two paramedic cars. 

“Eight people were taken 
to Epsom Hospital and treat¬ 
ed for mild irritation to their 
breathing.” 


Festival’s 
venue woe 

HOPES of using a former Ep¬ 
som chapel for a summer arts 
festival were dashed after 
the Victorian building was 
described as ‘absolutely not 
suitable’. 

The Epsom Guardian re¬ 
ported in November com¬ 
munity group MGS04 were 
planning to renovate Horton 
Chapel, in Haven Drive. 

While those plans are not 
officially off the table, a bor¬ 
ough council meeting heard 
on Wednesday, January 27, 
the chapel will not be ready 
in time for this year’s Epsom 
and Ewell Arts Festival in 
late June. 

Labour councillor Kate 
Chinn asked the strategy and 
resources committee meet¬ 
ing to clarify the state Horton 
Chapel is currently in. 

Councillor Clive Wood- 
bridge replied by saying it’s 
in such a state of disrepair 
that there would be no way 
the June 24-26 festival could 
be held there. 

He said: “It’s potentially a 
health and safety hazardous 
environment. 

“It’s semi-derelict and it’s 
absolutely not suitable to use 
as a venue in June or July.” 

Maria Reeves of MGS 04 
said she was anticipating 
this to be the case, and there 
remains an intention to use 
the chapel at some stage 
for a community-based art 
project.

Large lady 
had ‘tank 
chair’ help 

FIVE firefighters and two 
members of ambulance staff 
took about an hour to help 
an obese Tadworth woman 
from her first floor flat with 
a tank-like specialist chair on 
Monday night. 

The woman, who weighed 
more than 25 stone, was tak¬ 
en to Epsom Hospital and 
treated for a heart condition. 

A crew from Banstead fire 
station and paramedics from 
the South East Coast Ambu¬ 
lance Service were called to 
the flat in Merefield Gardens, 
Tadworth, at about 11pm on 
Monday, February 1. 

They had to use a special¬ 
ist chair - described as “a big 
chair with tracks on it like a 
tank” - to carry her from the 
building. 

The woman was unhurt 
but is said to have had a num¬ 
ber of health problems in¬ 
cluding bed sores and a chest 
infection. 

A spokesman from Ban- 
stead fire station said: “She 
was alright, but it took us an 
hour to get her from the first 
floor to outside. 

“She had an accumulation 
of health problems: she was 
bed-ridden and had bed sores, 
and she had a chest infection 
and a heart condition.”

FOUR people died in High 
Down prison last year, in¬ 
cluding one by suicide, ac¬ 
cording to figures released 
by the Ministry of Justice. 

The data shows that 89 of 
the country’s prisoners took 
their own lives last year, in¬ 
cluding 45 across the south 
east. 

This figure represents a 46 
per cent rise in the number 
of deaths by suicide in Eng¬ 
lish and Welsh prisons in the 
last three years. 

Eight prisoners were mur¬ 
dered in prisons across the 
UK in 2015 - the highest num¬ 
ber in a single year since 
current recording practices 
began in 1978. 

Five prisoners in Woodhill 
prison in Milton Keynes took 
their own lives last year - the 
highest figure in the country 
- while four inmates in Ex¬ 
eter, Ranby and Winchester 
died by suicide. 

Four prisons, including 


Wandsworth, had three pris¬ 
oners take their own lives in 
2015. 

The Howard League for 
Penal Reform and the Cen¬ 
tre for Mental Health are 
working together on a joint 
programme to try to prevent 
suicides in prison. 

Frances Crook, chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “No one should 
be so desperate whilst they 
are in the care of the state 
that they take their own life. 

“The numbers hide the 
true extent of misery for 


prisoners and families - and 
for staff, who have been giv¬ 
en the impossible task of 
keeping people safe in over¬ 
crowded prisons starved of 
resources. 

“The question now for the 
Ministry of Justice is: what 
to do? This level of deaths, 
violence and anguish in 
prisons cannot continue to 
rise.” 

Prisons minister Andrew 
Selous said: “We take our 
duty of care to prisoners ex¬ 
tremely seriously. Staff pro¬ 


vide support to prisoners at 
risk of self-harm and suicide 
every day, and work closely 
with health providers to en¬ 
sure that prisoners receive 
appropriate healthcare. 

“All deaths in custody are 
fully investigated by the in¬ 
dependent Prisons and Pro¬ 
bation Ombudsman and sub¬ 
ject to a Coroner’s inquest.” 

There were 23,291 cases of 
self-harm in male prisoners 
in the UK between Septem¬ 
ber 2014 and 2015, and 18,134 
male assault incidents.

CONCERNED residents have 
slammed a Banstead school 
for its ‘ecological vandalism’ 
and ‘wanton destruction’ af¬ 
ter it cut down a row of bush¬ 
es and shrubs, exposing an 
‘eyesore car park’. 

Residents of Heath Close, 
Banstead, led by 71-year-old 
Chris Mason, last week wrote 
a letter - signed by 23 local 
homeowners - to Greenacre 
School for Girls. 

It read: “Where once we 
saw green and pleasant trees 
and bushes, we are now con¬ 
fronted by your less than de¬ 
lightful car park. Why? 

“Apart from creating a dis¬ 
tressing visual impact, you 
have doubtless unnecessari¬ 
ly damaged wildlife habitats 
with your wanton destruc¬ 
tion. 

“We very much hope that 
you will allow the vegetation 
to grow back, and that you 
will not engage in any such 
gratuitous destruction in the 


future. Your school is, after 
all, named ‘Greenacre’.” 

The group also complained 
the now-unobstructed car 
park floodlights shine direct¬ 
ly into the nearby houses. 

However headmistress 
Mrs Redding contested the 
‘overgrown and not terribly 
attractive’ bushes had to be 
removed, but she’s told Heath 
Close residents further land¬ 
scaping work will be done to 
improve the current appear¬ 
ance. 

Mr Mason, a retired sports 


writer said: “It was disap¬ 
pointing she didn’t consult 
with us before the school cut 
down the bushes. 

“Now we can see right into 
the car park and it’s an eye¬ 
sore - this is vandalism. 

“It’s very pleasant and 
green in this part of Ban¬ 
stead and local residents take 
great pride in that. 

“We’d like to keep as much 
greenery as we can.” 

Mr Mason said his aim is 
to ‘register distaste’ with the 
school so they will both allow 


the bushes to grow back and 
consult residents before any 
future landscaping work. 

Despite this unresolved 
dispute Mr Mason said the 
good behaviour of Greenacre 
pupils means he has never 
had any previous complaints. 

Mrs Redding said: “In the 
longer term it our intention 
to landscape this border to 
create an attractive frontage 
for the school. This garden¬ 
ing work has created a light¬ 
er and more open aspect for 
the school that is appreciated 
by pupils and parents. 

“The lights in the car park 
have also recently been im¬ 
proved to ensure that this 
is a safe and secure area for 
pupils, parents and visitors. 
With many young children at 
the school and vehicles mov¬ 
ing in and out this is very im¬ 
portant. 

“The lights are on automat¬ 
ic timers that switch them on 
before school starts and off 
early in the evening when 
all activities are finished. We 
hope that this arrangement 
is helpful to our neighbours 
whilst ensuring safety on the 
school site.”

Owner dumped waste in residential bin and ignored improvement notice 

Takeaway is fined £1,390 
in fly-tipping crackdown

THE owners of Fortune Cookie Chi¬ 
nese takeaway in West Ewell were or¬ 
dered to pay £1,390 in December after 
being found guilty of fly-tipping. 

Chun Gen Zheng, 46, the owner of 
the Kingston Road eatery, pleaded 
guilty to dumping commercial waste in 
a residential bin and failing to provide 
waste disposal records at Redhill Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court on December 8. 

Mr Zheng was fined £400 for each 
offence, ordered to pay another £400 
in prosecution costs, a £150 criminal 
courts charge and a £40 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Epsom and Ewell councillor Jean 
Steer said this prosecution showed the 
council is serious about cracking down 
on commercial fly-tipping. 

Cllr Steer said: “Environmental 
health officers at Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council will check with business¬ 
es that they can provide the relevant 
documents which they are required to 
provide by law, to confirm who they are 
transferring their waste to and where 
their waste is being disposed. 

“All residents and businesses across 
Epsom and Ewell have a legal respon¬ 
sibility to ensure that household and 
commercial waste is disposed of in a 


legal and proper manner. We will not 
allow the small minority of people who 
feel it is acceptable to act in this way to 
get away with it.” 

Under the Environmental Protection 
Act 1990, businesses are responsible for 
disposing of their own waste and are 
required by law to keep records relat¬ 
ing to waste disposal, including which 
carrier they use. 

In January 2014, Mr Zheng admitted 
failing to devise a documented food 


safety management system - a legal 
requirement to ensure food safety is 
maintained at the premises, for which 
he was served a food hygiene improve¬ 
ment notice. 

When inspectors called at the takea¬ 
way following the expiry of the notice, 
they found that there was still no food 
safety management system in place. 

He was fined £1,000, ordered to pay 
£300 in costs to the council and a £100 
victim surcharge.

£1000 fine 
for bodge 
job builder 

A BUILDER has been fined 
thousands of pounds after 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council took him to court. 

Ettore Ruvolo was fined 
£1,000, as well as £1,000 legal 
costs and a £120 victim sur¬ 
charge, after pleading guilty 
to eight offences under the 
Building Act 1984 at Redhill 
Magistrates’ Court on Tues¬ 
day, January 26. 

The council took action 
against Mr Ruvolo after 
they were approached by 
Fausto and Carmela Davidi 
of Hazon Way, Epsom, who 
had contracted Mr Ruvolo to 
build an extension to their 
property in order to create a 
wet room. 

No planning application 
for the work had been sub¬ 
mitted to the council, and 
the council said Mr Ruvolo 
breached a number of build¬ 
ing regulations including 
lack of damp roofing, incor¬ 
rect piping, inadequate insu¬ 
lation and laying roof tiles 
incorrectly. 

Chairman of the council’s 
planning committee, Coun¬ 
cillor Humphrey Reynolds, 
said: “This particular build¬ 
er has produced substandard 
work and caused great dis¬ 
tress to the homeowner.”

EPSOM and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tals Trust are investing more 
than £45,000 in a maternity 
unit that faced closure just 
under a year ago, but health 
campaigners still fear for the 
long-term future of the ser¬ 
vice. 

The trust announced that 
two midwives at the hospi¬ 
tals successfully applied for 
£46,282 in funding from the 
Burdett Trust Maternity and 
Childhood Obesity Empow¬ 
erment Programme. 

The hospitals care for 
about 5,000 pregnant wom¬ 
en every year, 20 per cent of 
whom have a body mass in¬ 
dex of 30 and above, and so 
are categorised as clinically 
obese. 

The funding will go to¬ 
wards helping these women 
by providing them with leaf¬ 
lets on diet and lifestyle and 
hiring Slimming World to 
lead exercise classes. 

But health campaigners in 


Keep Our St Helier Hospitals 
(KOSHH) believe the fund 
will soon run out and is in¬ 
sufficient given the running 
costs of the hospital. 

They also fear that fos¬ 
tering relationships with 
private companies like Slim¬ 
ming World sets a worrying 
precedent of privatisation. 

Georgia Lewis for KOSHH 
said: “While we congratulate 
staff at St Helier on obtain¬ 
ing £46,000 from the Burdett 
Trust, the deal raises more 
questions than answers. 


“We would like to know 
how long the £46,000 is ex¬ 
pected to last and why our 
local maternity services are 
now relying on charities for 
funding. Where is the long¬ 
term investment for mater¬ 
nity care in our local area? 

“Why is offering 12 weeks 
free membership to Slim¬ 
ming World part of this deal 
when the hospital already 
has an excellent weight man¬ 
agement clinic for pregnant 
women? Is St Helier Hospital 
now a de facto sales agent for 


Slimming World?” 

Katherina Gross-Gibbs, a 
specialist midwife, said: “We 
have always been incredi¬ 
bly proud of the service we 
offer, but the team and I felt 
that there was a need - and 
an opportunity - to expand 
the service and increase the 
number of women we are 
able to help.” 

Senior midwife Nicola 
Young said: “Previously, we 
were not able to offer women 
with a BMI of 30-35 any extra 
health input.”

Ticket kiosk 
rejig plans 

TICKET offices at Epsom, 
Leatherhead and Ashtead 
railway stations are to be 
closed during off-peak hours 
under a wave of “modernisa¬ 
tion” later this year. 

In their place each station 
would have a “station host” 
out in the concourse to sell 
tickets, provide information 
and help passengers use the 
ticket machines. 

A spokesperson for Govia 
Thameslink Railway (GTR) 
said they wanted to modern¬ 
ise the way they operated ap¬ 
proximately 80 of the busier 
stations.

Defence lawyers call Serious Fraud Office’s case ‘complete shambles’ 

Banker cleared of plotting 
to rig bank rates for curry

AN EPSOM banker accused 
of conspiring to rig banking 
rates for the price of a take¬ 
away curry has been cleared 
of two counts of fraud. 

Darrell Read, 53, of Fair¬ 
fax Avenue, Epsom, was 
accused alongside five oth¬ 
er stockbrokers of helping 
jailed banker Tom Hayes to 
interfere with the rate that 
banks use to lend money to 
one another. 

Prosecutors said the bank¬ 
ers conspired to rig the Lon¬ 
don interbank offered rate 
(Libor) for rewards such as 
takeaway curries and drinks. 

Mr Read was cleared of 
one charge of conspiracy to 
defraud. 

Colin Goodman, 53, of Ben- 
fleet, Danny Wilkinson, 48, 
of Hornchurch, and Terry 
Farr, 44, of Southend-on-Sea, 
were cleared of two counts 
of conspiracy to defraud. 

James Gilmour, 50, of Ben- 
fleet, and Noel Cryan, 49, of 


Chiselhurst, were cleared of 
one conspiracy charge. 

Colin Goodman missed 
the end of the trial as he was 
hospitalised after falling ill. 

His lawyers condemned 
the trial as a “shambles” af¬ 
ter he and his five co-defend¬ 
ants were all found not guilty 
on Wednesday, January 27 
following a four-month trial. 

A statement released 
by solicitors acting for Mr 
Goodman, who the trial 
heard had been known as 
‘Lord Libor’, said: “We can 


only reiterate what his coun¬ 
sel told the jury, that the SFO 
case was a complete sham¬ 
bles and should never have 
been brought.” 

The Serious Fraud Of¬ 
fice defended its decision to 
bring the charges. 

Director of the Serious 
Fraud Office, David Green 
CB QC, said: “The key issue 
in this trial was whether 
these defendants were par¬ 
ty to a dishonest agreement 
with Tom Hayes. 

“By their verdicts the jury 


have said they could not be 
sure that this was the case. 

“Nobody could sensibly 
suggest that these charges 
should not have been consid¬ 
ered by a jury.” 

Tom Hayes, 35, from 
Hampshire, was convicted 
over the Libor-rigging scan¬ 
dal in August 2015. 

He was handed 14 years 
in prison for manipulating 
the rate while working for 
UBS and Citibank from 2006 
to 2010. His sentence was re¬ 
duced to 11 years on appeal.

NEW patients with open wounds 
or burns are not being admitted 
to the Headley Court defence re¬ 
habilitation centre because of an 
infected water supply 

Current patients and staff are 
also being asked to use bottled 
water for drinking and brushing 
their teeth - although the Minis¬ 
try of Defence insist the risk of 
illness is low. 

The heating at the centre is 


also broken. Help for Heroes - a 
charity set up to provide facil¬ 
ities for Headley Court - criti¬ 
cised the centre for not providing 
injured servicemen and service- 
women with ‘basics’. 

The Ministry of Defence 
(MoD) insisted patient safety is 
its highest priority, and leaflets 
on how to minimise risk have 
been distributed. 

It also said patients who will 
be returning to their homes this 
weekend - which is normal - 
would have their return delayed 
by 24 hours to facilitate repairs. 

Peter Haslam, the senior infor¬ 


mation officer at Headley Court, 
confirmed earlier reports that 
patients were asked to wear wa¬ 
terproof dressings when shower¬ 
ing were inaccurate. 

The MoD confirmed the bac¬ 
teria found in the water - which 
is regularly tested - is pseu¬ 
domonas aeruginosa and was 
found in ‘low levels in isolated 
areas’. 

It is known as an ‘opportunis¬ 
tic pathogen’, according to Pub¬ 
lic Health England, insofar as it 
can cause a wide range of infec¬ 
tions, particularly in those with 
weakened immune systems.

We will fight 

I WAS surprised that 
Conservative borough 
councillor Tina Mountain, 
who also represents our town 
at Surrey County Council, 
believes the required savings 
of £3.3 million by 2019/2020 can 
be achieved by abandoning the 
scheme to improve it. Firstly, £3 
million of funding comes from 
grants and, if not used, would 
go elsewhere in the country. Cllr 
Mountain may wish to reject 
this huge investment, but my 
fellow town ward Residents’ 
Association councillors and I 
support this, and are pressing 
for more improvements. 
Secondly, the money is capital. 
However, Epsom council needs 
£3.3 million in revenue savings, 
a basic error of understanding 
by Cllr Mountain. 

The savings are due to the 
Government’s decision to 
cut the Rate Support Grant 
for 2016/2017 by 58 per cent 
to nil after 2018. A one per 
cent rise in council tax raises 
£50,000. This puts into focus 
the task which the council will 
tackle to maintain a balanced 
budget. Much work has been 
done to make cuts without 
affecting services, e.g. a senior 
management restructure 
which has delivered significant 
savings. Services are already 
shared with a number of 
boroughs. 

However, in common with 
other local authorities, difficult 
decisions will have to be made, 
which will impact on services.

I WRITE with reference to your 
front page article regarding 
the planning application for an 
Aldi store on the site (It’s Aldi 
Rage, January 7) on the corner 
of Church Road and Alexandra 
Road, Epsom. 

I am a local resident and I 
am strongly opposed to this use 
of the site. The five-way road 
junction adjacent to the site is 
already a dangerous crossroad. 
To add another entrance/exit

Octavia vRS 



2015 Skoda Octavia vRS 230 (54443667) 


THERE is a lot to love about the 
Octavia vRS as we know it. The 
spacious and good value mid-sized 
offering can be had in petrol or 
diesel forms, in hatchback or estate 
and with manual or slick DSG 
gearboxes, all of which are blessed 
with impressive performance and 
handling. But now there is a 230 
model to make choosing even more 
difficult. 

In petrol-only 230 form, the 
power output has been bumped 
by 10PS to give 230 in total, 
or 227bhp in old money, while 
underneath it also benefits from 
the clever electronic differential 
as standard. Marking out the 230 
model from a regular vRS are the 
19in alloy wheels, black detailing 
on the door mirrors, grille and 
roof rails on the estate, as well as 
unique instrument displays. 


They may be subtle differences 
to the regular hot Octavia, but the 
vRS 230 is even better-looking. The 
black detailing around the exterior 
gives it a little more menace, 
although it is far from a boy racer's 
hack; Skoda has always managed 
to produce sporty cars that look 
good, but will not attract the wrong 
kind of attention, which is one 
reason why they have proved so 
popular. There is also the added 
cache of owning the 230 model 
over the standard car, which might 
well prompt a few people to trade 
up. 

The other reason the Octavia 
vRS is so popular is that you 
can have it as an estate, which 
makes it far easier to justify as 
a family wagon. As with the 
standard Octavia, the boot space 
is excellent; a yawning 610 litres 



with the rear seats in place and up 
to 1,740 litres if you fold them. It is 
sensibly shaped too, with storage 
areas and lashing eyes for bigger 
stuff. In the cabin, there is plenty of 
space too, and unless you need the 
vast legroom of the bigger Superb, 
you will be able to fit adults in all 
five seats. 

Upping the performance 
factor has not diminished the 
core Octavia qualities of being 
undemanding and easy to get on 
with. There is a brief burble from 
the 2.0-litre turbocharged unit 
when you fire it up, but the clutch 
is light and the gearshift easy and 
slick. 

The extra 10PS does not 
transform the vRS 230 from hot 
into scorching, but it is welcome 
nonetheless. It is a joyously flexible 
unit that has lots of low-down 


torque but is also keen to rev, with 
strong acceleration right around 
the dial. The standard sports 
exhaust adds a little more to the 
vocals too, although it is far from 
raucous. 

It also blends ride and handling 
prowess in a well-judged fashion. 


The electronic differential means 
you can accelerate harder and 
earlier, and it helps to pull the 
vRS through bends with alacrity. 

It is sufficiently good fun to be 
entertaining, but not so hyperactive 
it will drive you crazy on the 
motorway.
